THE COMET AND 
CHINESE UNREST. 


Tae remarkable letter from the 
Rev. D. MacGillivray which wo 
published on Wednesday afforded 
a striking illustration of the 
effect that Halley’s Comet is likely 
to produce on the Chinese masees. 
“Daring a recent visit to the 
interior,” Mr. MacGillivray tells 
us, “a mere passing reference 
to the coming of the Comet brought 
even officials to their feet with 
eager questions.” Two and a half 
years ago, it may be remembered, 
the appearance of a comet aroused 
considerable uneasiness among the 

ople of Chékiang, who did not 
fa to connect the portent with the 
drought then prevailiog in various 
parts of the province. Halley’s 
Comet is a far more impressive 
spectacle than the visitor of August, 
1907 ; and the fact that signs of 
unrest have of Inte been growing 
visibly throughout the Empire 
lends additional urgency to the 
efforts that the Christian Literature 
Society is making to forestall the 
influence of the approaching phe- 
nomenon. As evidence of that 
unrest we may quote from a 
lengthy report recoived yesterday 
from Mr. E. 8. Little, now travel- 
ling in the western provinces ; for 
the account that he gives of the 
feelings at work among Chinese of 
all classes is grave indeed. 
travel round and discuss the ques- 
tion with one and another,” he 
writes, “I find that without excep- 
tion every foreigner who has any 
experience and who has stadied the 
situation agrees that it is fraught 
‘ith extreme danger.” Of the 
various significant events which are 
quoted in support of this view some 
have been dealt with already in 
these columns; but they may 
conveniently be put together again 
here in succinct form. 

‘The “carved melon” circular, to 
adopt the metaphor by which Chin- 
ese political writers traditionally 
express the division of territory, has 
been noted within the last month 
by our correspondents from Shan- 
tung down to Kiangsi ; it has now 
spread still farther afield, in news- 
papers, in posters on city walls ; and 
everywhere it has stirred up men’s 
minds. The origins of this scare 
are quite inexplicable; but its 
effects in exciting the students and 











in driving them to enrol themselves 
in volunteer corps are unmistak- 
able. So far from checking this 
dangerous movement, the Govern- 
ment only stands aloof, where 
it does not actually encourage the 
students by issuing arms. Next 
in order to this phase of the 
agitation, may be placed the 
railway loans question. The con- 
test between the Kiangsn and 
Chékiang Railway Bureaux and 
the Government over the construc- 
tion of the Hangchow-Ningpo line 
is too familiar to need repetition. 
Its importance, however, in en- 
couraging other provinces to adopt 
the same tactics, in the certainty 
that no serious effort will be made 
to withstand them, is becoming daily 
more visible; and while the pro- 
vinces insist on the right to build 
their railways with their own funds, 
peculation of money sabscribed is 
rife, As regards the Hankow-Sze- 
chuan lino the Szechuan people are 
reported to have subscribed, somo 
three or four years ago, $1,000,000 
for their end of the line, but the Pro- 
vincial Government has “ borrow- 
ed” the money for other purposes.

That feature of the situation, 
however, to which attention should 
most be directed is the series of 
national subscriptions that are

Of these the two 
former are under the direct patro- 
nage of the Government ; and the 
importance of the movement lies, 
not so much in its frankly ant 
foreign basis, as io the fact that 
the Chinese themselves would 
appear to be totally blind to the! 
true bearing of the enterprise. If 
it could seriously be believed that) 
the so many hundred million taels, 
when subscribed, would honestly be| 
devoted to the liquidation of China’s| 
foreign debts, the scheme, as we! 
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have already remarked, would be 
sufficiently open to condemnation, 
because no sam so large could be 
withdrawn from the country with- 
out bad effect on every-day business. 
Bat is it possible to credit even so 
mach as this? The fate of popular 
subscriptions ‘s well illustrated by 
the “borrowing ” of the $1,000,000 
collected for the Szechuan railway ; 
and in regard to the national debt 
fand ‘anouncement of sinister 
suggestion has already been made 
that the Ministry of Finance will 
wait for some tangible results to be 
sbown before publishing returns of 
the amoant received. We know 
from many sources that Peking is 
at its wits’ end for money ; the late 
Grand Coancillor Chang Chib-tung 
and ex-Vicoroy Tuan Fang have left 
heavy deficits behind them ; while 
the unsecured issue of banknotes 
proceeds as if no prohibition had 
ever been launched against it. That 
the people, already alive to these 
facts, should be so blinded by en- 
thusiasm as to overlook the almost 
certain destination of national debt 
and oaval funds, is merely another 
instance of the contradictions of 
Chinese characteristics. But it is 
a sign of the times on which more 
emphasis may be laid than on all 
the anti-foreign propaganda of the 
student class. Without under- 
rating the observations of those 
devoted workers who, scattered 
over the face of China, watch the 
developments of popular feeling 
from day to day, we may draw 
consolation from the thought that 
the student class is still a somewhat 
shapeless organization, greatly 
trusted by old-fashioned Chinese. 
t the ontlook at the present time 
is more serious than it has been for 
many years cannot be denied. Batif 
the immediate future is indeed to 
bring forth open strife and violence, 
we believe that the primary cause 
will have to be sought in the move- 
ment for debt redemption funds, 
and in the disillusionment that will 
follow in the train of their collec- 
tion.

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DELEGATES IN 
PEKING. 


January 22. 

Ir is plain that Peking is pass- 
ing through extremely troublous 
times. The blessings of civilization, 
such as telegraphs and increased 
facility of communication, are often 
remarked to bring with them as 
many disadvantages as those they 
sweep away. But the truth of this 
saying must have become specially 
apparent to the Chinese Govern- 
ment since the fashion grew up in 
the provinces of sending delegates 
to the capital on every possible and 
impossible occasion. Regarded only 
as a recognition of the central author- 
ity, such attentions might, no doubt, 
be considered flattering ; but in the 
circumstances of the case the com- 
pliment is one with which the 
central authorities could more com- 
fortably dispense. For example, the 
question of railwaysthey may be said 
to have ever with them. But it is 
easy to imagine that neither blan- 
dishments nor protests from abroad 
have caused the Government a 
quarter of the anxiety that is being 
given to it by the representatives 
rom Hunan and Hupeh. The 
purpose that the delegation has in 
view follows the usual now familiar 
lines. The loan agreement with 
the four Syndicates must be can- 
celled, and the people of the pro- 
vinces through which the line was 
to pass must be allowed to con- 
struct the railway themselves. There 
is nothing to show that the members 
of the delegation are genuinely 
representative of the collective will 
of Hunan and Hupeb ; but there is 
equally no lack of precedent to 
suggest that the effect of their 
agitation may not be precisely the 
same as if they were. The loan 
agreement wouldappear,in any case, 
to be sofarimpeded from completion 
that the petition for its cancellation 
may, for the moment, merely be no- 
ted in passing. But in respect of, 
constraction by the provinces or by 
the Government, we touch the root 
of the matter. The Intter con- 
tingency is at least as obnoxious to 
the provincials as the idea of a 
foreign loan. And while the 
Government vainly holds up the 
ideal of unification of the whole 
railway system of the Empire under 
central management, the unfortun- 
ate official of the Yuch’uanpa to 
whom the negotiations are entrusted 
is threatened with assassination if he 
dares so much as to hint at such a 
heresy. 

Far more serious, however, be- 
cause the issues are quite new and 
incalculable, is the business that 
has taken the Provincial Assem- 
lies’ delegates to Peking. The 








exact number of them now in the 
capital is not ce according to 
some accounts thirty-one, according 
to others fifty-one : the latter figure 
agreeing, as will be remembered, 
with the number of those who met. 
in Shanghai at the close of last 
month. But one thing at least is 
clear, that the delegates have a 
considerable following and that) 
they are very much in earnest ; 
while the native Press affords 
indirect evidence that the progress 
of their mission is being watched 
with intense keenness. The dele- 
gates arrived in Peking on the 18th, 
and at once proceeded to lay before 
the Grand Council their proposals 
that, in view of the success attained 
by the Provincial Assemblies in 
their short session, October 14 to 
November, 23, and of the general 
advancement in educational and 
social activity now vis in the 
nation, the date of sammoning the 
national parliament should be put 
forward from the prescribed eight 
years hence to next year, that is 
1911. The statement that ‘‘several 
of the Grand Councillors were quite 
taken aback by this proposal ”” may 
well be believed. Still more over- 
whelmed were they when the dele- 
gates demanded to see the Prince 
Regent in person. Such a request, 
it was pointed out, was against all 
rules. But when the delegates 
replied that their business was 
equally unprecedented, and that, as 
many of them had’ come from 
great distances, they would insist 
on satisfaction, the Grand Council 
seems to have consented to forward 
the delegates’ memorial to the 
Regent. By a device, however, 
that is traly characteristic of 
Peking, the date for presenting the 
memorial was fixed for the 27th or! 
28th instant. As was stated in 
these columns yesterday, the 28th 
is the day on which the seals of 
Government Offices will be closed 
as usual for the Chinese New Year 
holidays, and all business will be 
shelved, including of course the 
provincial delegates’ memorials. 
Not unnaturally the trick has 
aroused the utmost resentment’ 
among the delegates and the posi- 
tion in Peking is described as 
critical. 

The dilemma in which the Gov- 
ernment finds itself before the 
delegates’ determined attitude needs 
little demonstration. To reply, as 
indeed it can only be replied, that 
the country is in no state to be 
trusted with a parliament, will 
merely draw forth the retort that 
the provincial representatives are| 
at least as capable as Peking of 
jadging the capabilities of their 
‘own people. To grant the petition 
and call a kind of parliament is to| 














reprodaee--or--a- more --impertant 
scale thet hydra-headed monster 
the Provincial Assemblies, which 
the Government must already" be 
repenting that it ever called into 
existence. The most reasonable 
solution of the difficulty, that the 
delegates should retara home and 
divert their energies to oultivating 
public opinion by private endea- 
vour, is not one that they are likely 
to adopt. We do not underrate 
the delegates’ sincerity ; but having 
bearded the Grand Council in its 
locked bed, and tasted the joys of 
notoriety, they may well be disin- 
clined for the less brilliant, though 
moze efficient, ways of propagating 
their faith that are o| to them. 
Tt is to be feared that the onl 

result of the mission to Peking will 
be fresh cause of agitation through- 
‘out the empire, where the springs 
of discontent. are already sufficiently 
overflowing to occasion serious 
apprehensions. To take but one 
grievance, as old as China but never, 
perhaps, so keenly felt by the 
middle classes as it is to-day: we 
have seen edicts issued against 
nopotism ; we have heard of. this 
and that official being cashiered for 
this offence. But toall intents and 
pury those edicts area dead 
letter. With the appointment of 
each new official there arrives a 
swarm of friends and relations for 
whom the former official's retainers 
must give place. It is difficult for 
the foreigner to realize how heavily 
this custom bears upon the nation : 
and as the Provincial Assemblies 
grow to appreciate the fanctions 
exercised by their fellows in other 
lands, especially in the matter of 
appointing public servants and con- 
trolling revenue, this scandal of 
nepotism must provide the chief 
battle-ground between themselves 
and the present rulers. The time 
during which Peking will be able 
to keep the Assemblies in leading 
strings cannot last long. ‘The 
people has seen the shadow of 
power, and every circumstance of 
the day augments its desire to give 
substance to that shadow. 6 
best that Peking can hope for then 
is to be mercifully disregarded. 











THE NEW ORDER 
IN COUNCIL. 


January 24, 
We publish to-day a copy of the 
new Order in Council that will 
come into effect on February 25 
next, tobe known as “The China 
and Corea (Amendment) Order in 
Council 1909”. Briefly, it deals 
with the publication or sale of 
seditious matter ; and it seta forth 
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the increased powersof his Majesty's 
Minister in China to make Kin; 
Regulations or to join with the 
Ministers of friendly foreign 
Powers in making or adopting 
Regulations “for the creation, main- 
tenance, discipline and control of 
a police force for any foreign Con- 
cession or Settlement in China.” 
It needs no great perspicuity to 
trace an indirect connexion between 
this Order and two causes célébres 
of the past twenty months. We 
refer, of course, to the prosecution 
of the late Mr. E..T. Bethell at’ 
Seoul in June, 1908, and to th 





action for wrongfal dismissal 
brought against the Shanghai 
Municipal Council, two months 


earlier in the same year, by a 
former member of the local co1 
stabulary. 
may be recalled, Mr. Bethell was’ 
tried under the Amendment Order 
in Council of 1907, on the com- 
aint of the Japanese Residency- 

eral in Korea ; and counsel for 
the defence strove to show that 
none bat the Korean Government 
was competent to move in the 
matter ; and that as that Govern- 
ment and the Japanese Government 
were technically distinct from one 
another, the charge of stirring up 
sedition between the Korean Gov- 
ernment and its subjects must be 
dismissed. To this the learned 
Judge, Mr. F. 8. A. Bourne, re- 
plied that the King in Council 
could say that such and such an 
act done by a British subject in 
Korea should be a crime; and 
whatever sympathy might be felt 
for Mr. Bethell in respect of his’ 
having been misled by his Korean 
colleagues on the staff of the “ /?a 
Han Mai 11 Shimpo,” it was prob- 
ably agreed by the majority of the 
public that the purpose of the Order 
in Conncil was too clear to be upset 
on the technical plea advanced 
On one point, however, the Order 
was by no means explicit. It was 
left to the Judge to decide that he 
was competent to try the case 
out a jury, for which application 
had been made. But in arriving at 
this decision, Mr. Bourne pointed 
out that if the Crown intended to 
press for deportation on a further 
conviction, a jury would, in his 
opinion, have to be called. Here 
then.the new Order fixes procedare 
by introducing an entirely new 
clause to the effect that charges of 
this nature “may... be heard 
and determined before a Judge sit- 
ting without a jury or assessors.” 
At the same time the sentence in 
the Order of 1907, ene restricted 
deportation to failure to give 
security for good behaviour or to 
“further conviction for the like

Tn so far as the circumstances of 
‘Mr. Bethell’s trial were abnormal, 
and as it bad served to establish a 
working precedent for the remote 
contingency of a similar case in the 
future, theurgency of this part of the 
Order is not too apparent. But the 
utility of a clear cut rule needs no 
emphasis. The best precedents are 
open to argument, and no oppor- 
tunity should be lost of clarifying, 
wherever possible, the peculiar con- 
ditions under which foreigners re- 
side in the Far East, until such 
time as the rivilege of extraterri- 
toriality may be safely surrenderod. 
In respect of the management of 
police in foreign Concessions or 
Settlements, the new Order makes 
‘a step of which the necessity has 
long been apparent. In the case to’ 
which allusion was made above, con- 
siderable sympathy wos felt for the 
plaintiff because of the obvicns 
want of consistency between ‘ne 
spirit of a civil contract and ‘se 
unwritten law of military discipline 
that must be imposed in any pct‘so 
force, particularly that of Shanghai. 
In October, 1906, it will be re- 
membered, a King’s Regulation was 
issued, under the signature of the 
British Minister in Peking, enjoin- 
ing certain penalties for disobed- 
ience to the lawful commands of 
the superior officer, for desertion 
from the force, attempted desertion 
or attempt to procure desertion. 
But the fact alone that this Regula- 
tion was obviously inspired by the 
troubles that bad then lately beon 
brought to light in the Sikh branch 
of the force has given rise to doubts 
concerning its applicability to the 
European members. It has been 
stated in open court that there is 
no analogy between the position uf 
European police and of soldiers 
serving under his Majesty ; fur:her, 
that the Captain - Superintenden’. 
had no power of himself to dismiss 
men for insubordination but merely 





ith-|to recommend them for dismiss .1 


to the Watch Committee. In short, 
while it was generally recognized 
that the conditions of life in Shang- 
bai made it impossible that any 
breach of the unwritten law of 
military discipline could be over- 
looked, it was obviously unfair both 
to officers and to men that their posi- 
tion and the terms of their service 
should not be strictly defined. 

‘The importance of the new Order 
in Council lies, therefore, as much 
perhaps as anywhere, in the indica- 
tion it gives of the new Regulations 
for the control of foreign police 
which have been drafted under 
the direction of Sir Havilland de’ 
Sausmarez, Judge of His Majesty's 





be promulgated. At the time 
of the recent disturbance in 
the Sikh branch, it was under- 
stood that new rales were being or 
were about to be drafted; and 
while the whole tendency of the 
organization of the Shanghai Police 
lies in the direction of a new system 
and special training, it is only 
natural that the standing of all 
branches alike should come under 
revision. But while we must wait 
for the regulations themselves 
before discussing their constitution, 
we would call attention to 
that clause of the amended Order 
which confers upon the officer 
in command:of the force the right, 
where necessary, of inflicting sum- 
mary punishment upon its members. 
The devotion to duty and general 
efficiency of the Shanghai Police 
‘are, we believe, too well recognized 
for any invidious interpretation to 
be put upon what we may say in 
commendation of this decision. 
‘As with many another regulation, 
jit will certainly be found that, 
for the vast majority of the 
police, the powers now con- 
ferred upon the Captain-Superin- 
tendent are a dead letter. Bat for 
the few instances in which they 
may be employed (the police them- 
selves would be the last to contend 
that any body of men can be quite 
perfect), it must be conceded that 
those powers are wisely given. 
Apart from the benefit of defining 
clearly the relationships of men and 
officers, the present. system is cam- 
brons and incongruons, while the 
police-court publicity to which it 
may lead does no good to the force 
asa whole. Under the summary 
punishment system, police and 
pablic alike are protected from un- 
fair usage by the manner in which 
the men are recraited, and, to take 
the lowest point of view, by the 
necessity of maintaining the nam- 
bers, not to mention the good 
feeling, of the force at a certain 
level. 


CHINA AND 
RAILWAY 


EXTENSION,

Tasre can be only one attitude 
towards the progress of railway 
enterprise in China, and we must, 
therefore, welcome cordially the 
intelligence that the Government 
has been able to conclude another 
agreement for the construction of a 
railway with foreign assistance. 
As we announced on Saturday, the 
success of the financial negotiations 
for the proposed line from Chinchon 
to Aigun vii Tsitsihar is to be

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tal required, estimated at about 
£5,000,000, American financiers) 
hold themselves responsible, while’ 
the building of the railway is to be 
entrusted toa Brit'sh firm of rail- 
way contractors. In the present 
instance there is some hope of the 
Peking negotiations representing 
the final stage of the preliminaries 
to actual construction, at least of the 
first section of the line, owing to the 
absence of any formidable body of 
gentry and other local obstacles 
along the proposed route. The 
line would start from Chinchou, 
the bay forming ithe northern- 
most part of the Lisotung Gulf, 
with a station of that name on the 
Imperial Railway of North China, 
some fifty miles south-west of| 
Koupangize, the junction for New- 
chwang, and proceeding slightly 
east of due north, over the moun- 
tain range that dominates this 
eastern corner of Chibli, would 
cross (provided the necessary con- 
sent of Russia is first obtained) 
the Chinese Eastern Railway 
at Tsitsihar and thence follow the 
Nonni Valley towards Aigun on 
the Amur River. It is stated that 
‘censor has been found to assume 
the réle of the protesting gentry, 
who have become a stereotyped 
feature of Chineso railway exten- 
sion, but as he would not carry the 
same weight with the Peking 
Government as a strong deputation 
of provincial representatives, his! 
objections are likely to be dis- 
regarded. The more serious protest 
against the railway was to be anti- 
cipated from Japan and Russi 
while the former could plead that the’ 
new line was calculated to prove 
wen more dangerous rival to 
the South Manchuria Railway than 
the Hsinmintun - Fakumen line, 
Russia could object to a line cros- 
sing the Siberian route at Tsitsihar 
and continuing in a direction in 
which she would prefer to build 
the railway herself ; or again she 
might have misgivings regarding 
the fature of Harbin and the 
Knangchengtze section of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. Of the 
possibility of such objections being! 
persisted in by Russia we have 
some indication in a telegram from 
our Peking Correspondent, but it! 
is stated that Japan will not 
attempt to interfere with the pro- 
ject on the ground of its proving 
prejadicial to her interests in Man- 
churia. 

Warned by the fate of the 
Heinmintun-Fakumen Railway pro-' 
ject, the originators of the Chin- 
chou-Aigan Railway scheme would 
appear to have taken every pre- 
caution to smoothe away any 
possible international obstacles to 
the new line. They have, indeed, 




















gone farther ; for according to a 
telegram in our issue of yesterday 
international co-operation in the 
loan is to be invited, as a proof of 
America’s disinterestedness in the 
development of China. This al- 
truistic attitude is thoroughly in 
keeping with the spirit of America’s 
rela it it but it is 
imate to question the advis- 
lity of extending the underlying 
policy to railway matters. With 
the early history of the Canton- 
Hankow Railway still fresh in the 
public mind, the United States 
would do well to obviate the least 
suspicion that the attention which 
she is now paying to Chinese affairs 
has for its object the obtaining of 
the maximum financial benefits 
without shouldering any of the 
attendant responsibilities. China 
would have little cause for grati- 
tade, if, on the strength of the 
friendship between the two coun- 
tries, she negotiated a railway 
loan with the United States 
only to find that the latter 
hi retired content with its 
percentage, after having transferred 
the loan to other quarters that may 
be prevented by special circum- 
stances from adopting that political 
aloofness on which the Washington 
Government prides itself. The 
anxiety to show disinterestedness is 
praiseworthy, but it would be well, 
in the event of an international 
partition of the loan, to safeguard 
China’s interests by retaining a con- 
trolling share in the hands of the 
two Powers primarily responsible 
for the undertaking. We sball hope 
to learn, with faller knowledge of 
the terms of the agreement, that 
there is no cause for misgivings on 
this subject. America, however, 
would not be the first country to 
produce an illustration of the diffi- 
culty experienced by financial oir 
cles in being actuated by any other 
than financial considerations. The 
intentions of the Government leave 
‘no room for doubt, but unless suffi- 
cient supervision is exercised over 
financial operations of this nature, 
there is the danger that national 
interests may be subordinated to 
the exigencies of finance. 
Meanwhile, China bas every 
reason to be satisfied with the pro- 
spect of an additional seven hundred 
fifty milee of railway, which 
will bring the total length of her 
lines, laid or projected, to the 
neighbourhood of ten thousand 
miles. A further issue of deben- 
tares, it will be noted, is contem- 
plated by the South Manchuria 
Railway ; and, if the amount so 
raised is applied to railway 
extension and is not earmarked 
for Japan’s participation in the 
Chinchou-Aigan Railway loan, 
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the outlook for this portion 
of tae Chinese Empire, as far 
as improved communication is 
concerned, is most promising. 
Railway development formed the 
subject of an interesting passage 
in the able report on the move- 
ments of bullion in 1909 just issued 
by Messrs. Samuel Montagu 
& Co, The rity of con- 
ditions in India and China justify 
the belief that a Chinese Govern- 
ment inspired by sound motives 
could effect as marked a change in 
this empire with its superiority of 
resources as the more experienced 
British Government has done with 
the poorer material available in

practical means of coping with that" 
dread scourge, famine, by expedit- 
ing the arrival of relief.

A FRAGMENT OF 
OLD CHINA.

We print this morning, by the 
courtesy of Sir Havilland de Sans- 
marez, a singularly interesting 
piece of hitherto unpublished cor- 
respondence between Commodore 
Anson and Lieutenant Philip 
Saumarez of H. M.S. Centurion ; 
interesting alike for the quiintness 
of its spelling, for its vivid re- 
miniscence of the very early di 
of British enterprise ia China, and 
as an illustration of the faithfalness 
with which Chinese have clong to 
their policy of delay and evasion 
in dealing with the foreigner, The 
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pity is that the correspondence| 
should break off so suddenly where| 
it does ; though indeed the story of 
the voyage round the world which 
took Commodore Anson to Canton 
is famous, and its details are avail 
able from many sources. As will 
be remembered, Anson was sent to 
sea’ with a small squadron in 
September, 1740, to attack the 
Spaniards in the Pacific. One 
ship was wrecked in the straits of| 
Le Maire ; two others he had to 
send back to Rio Janeiro. Of the 
two remaining vessels, the Cen- 
turion and the Gloucester, he was’ 
obliged to burn the latter before 
he started ont across the Pacific to 
capture the galleons from “ Mani- 
Ia.” » Considering the comparative 
scarcity of foreign shipping in Far 
Eastern waters a hundred and fifty 
years ago, and the probable nature 
‘of the vessel he commanded, it 
is marvellous that he should have 
succeeded in his quest before he 
sailed home triumphantly round 
the Cape of Good Hope, the first 
Englishman to have circumnavi- 
gated the globe since Drake. No 
doubt the pieces-of-eight must have 
come in extremely handy to re- 
plenish the Centurion’s store of 
““bitts of cloath and stuffs for 
wastcoats” for which Commodore 
Anson felt the need during the’ 
todious days of “suspence” at 
Canton, “of all places I was over 
in... the most disagreeable.” 
Before the end of the Centurion’s 
memorable voyage much besides 
her planking must have called for 
repairs. 

To appreciate the importance of 
Commodore Anson’s visit to Canton 
it is necessary to go back a little 
into the previous history of English 
trade in that part of the world, 
which may be said to have been set 
on a permanent basis in the year 
1699; although trading was actual- 
y initiated by Sir 

urteenes’ expedition in 1634 and 
three merchant vessels were sent 
out (never, unhappily, to return) as 
early as the latter years of Queen 
Elizabeth. At the time of the 
Centarion’s arrival, the powers of 
the Hoppo appear to have been 
much curtailed by the jealousy of 
local officials, who considered that 
the customs collector was making 
far more profit out of the returns on 
foreign trade than a relatively in- 
significant personage of his standing 
had a right to expect. Otherwise, 
perhaps, Commodore Anson's object. 
of obtaining stores and repairs, 
might have been more easily gained. 
‘The Hoppo’s exactions were a 
continual source of trouble to the 
East India Company’s supercargoes; 
but at least in him they would seem 
to have had an official through 
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whom they could _ occasionally 
obtain satisfaction. For example, 
in 1704 the Hoppo is found siding 
with the traders against the Em- 
peror’s Merchant, whose newly 
purchased monopoly of all trade 
with foreigners threatened to be- 
come an intolerable obstacle to 
business on both sides. Again in 
the year 1716 the supercargoes had 
obtained from the Hoppo a kind of 
charter defining “the usual pri- 
vileges” which included many 
important though not unreasonable 
concessions, notably the right of ex- 
territoriality. But by the year 1741 
the liberties that English traders 
bad been able to enjoy early in 
the 18th century had andergone an 
ecli In 1720 the establishment 
‘of the Hong Merchants’ monopoly 
of forei trade roused a frantic 
agitation among the supercargoes ; 
but the latter, though protesting 
strenuously, could only put. a 
momentary check on the innova- 
tion. In 1723 the practice of 
searching British ships, as they 
passed the ‘Tigris, for 
arms and ammunition, a hitherto 
unheard of indignity, was put in‘o 
operation. And in 1728 for the 
first time we find that British 
traders are forced to address the 
Chinese officials by petition sent: 
through the Hong Merchants. The 
supercargoes did not submit to these 
burdens without a struggle; in 
1730 they made representations to 
Peking, though what became of the 
document belongs to the region of 
forgotten history. But the weak- 
est part of their position was that 
the directors of the East In 
Company, becoming fearful for the 
possible loss of their trade, inaugu- 
rated the fatal policy of compelling 
their representatives in China to 
meet exactions with conciliation 
and on no account to attempt an 
independent stand. No one needs 
told that the only result of 
this course was to encourage the 
Cantonese offi in outrageous 
ness, 

‘At this juncture Commodore 
Anson, not at all the kind of man 
as may be supposed to endure 

tty indignities to the flag, made 

is ‘appearance ; and there is little 
doubt that, for the time of his vi 
at least, his sturdy attitude effected 
a wholesome change in the be- 
haviour of the Chinese officials. 
To him naturally the days between

suspence” and weariness. But 
when we think of the experiences 
of subsequent British com- 
manders with far greater resources 
at their backs, particularly of 
the number of years for which 
the Cantonese were permitted to 
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evade that provision of the Treaty 
of Nanking which gave foreigners 
the right of access to their city, it 
must be thought that Commodore 
Anson was singularly expeditious. 
The Hoppo tried to prevent his 
going to Canton. Anson replied 
that if he did not receive a permit 
within twenty-four hours he would 
arm the Centurion’s boats and go 
in them ; needless to say the per- 
mit was forthcoming. He an- 
nounced his intention of calling on 
the Viceroy and only desisted at 
the earnest entreaty of the super- 
cargoes who feared that so un- 
usual a course might imperil their 
trade, But ata later date, when 
the Centarion had been repaired 
and had made her successful sortie 
after the Manila galleon, Com- 
moore Anson did succeed in sooing 
the Viceroy, who had been mightily 
pleased at the help given by the 
Centurion’s men in putting out a 
dangerous fire at Canton.

‘Tur end of the General Election 
is now within sight and it is 
possible to gauge the results with 
sufficient accuracy to justify certain 
deductions. Of the one hundred 
and eleven seats still to be con- 
tested seventy-two are occupied by 
Liberal or Labour members, thirty 
by Unionists and nine by Nationa- 
lists. If no change in the re- 
presentation of these constituencies 
takes place the new Parliament 
will met with 323 Liberals and 
Labour members, 269 Unionists 
and eighty Nationalists. Some 
changes, however, may be anti- 
cipated, and it is more than pro- 
bable that these will reduce the 
numerical difference between the 
two main parties. When, there- 
fore, the present Government meets 
the House of Commons, its: pros- 
pects in the face of a vote of 
no-confidence would depend upon 
the existence or non-existence of a 
pact with the Nationalists on the 
subject of Home Rule. If we are 
correct in our interpretation of the 
references to this subject recently 
made by the leaders of the Liberal 
and Trish: parties, it will probably 
he found that the undertaking given 
by Mr. Asquith in the Royal 
Albert Hall, while sufficient for 
the exigencies of the elections, 
will not stand the strain of a eut- 
and-dried agreement acceptable at 
once to the whole of his own party 
and to all Nationalists. In such 
circumstances the support of the 
Trish vote, even if it could be relied 
upon to defeat a motion of no- 
confidence, could only be considered 
a precarious factor and the position 
must become sooner or later in- 
tolerable to the better judgement of 
the Liberal party. Mr. Redmond’s

Charchill and Mr. Lloyd George

again.” Even in Ministerial circles 
it would seem to be recognized that 
such a measure as Home Rule 
for Ireland would require a fresh 
appeal to the country, while even 
the reform of the House of Lords 
to be of permanent benefit would 
need the support of a large section 
of the Unionist party. 

It is a matter, therefore, for 
little surprise that we should find 
the more judicious sections of both 
parties already beginning to look 
ahead in the hope of discovering 
some means of escape from the 
impasee with which the country is 
threatened. On Tuesday the ice 
was broken by “Tho Times” with 
a guarded suggestion that the par- 
liamentary deadlock could be over- 
come by a compromise between the 
two parties, with or without the 
formation of a “centre” party, 
composed of the moderates of both 
sides, under a neutral leader. If 
the Liberals had felt as satisfied 
with their present position as the 
speeches of some of their extremists 
have tried to convey, such a pro- 
posal would have been flouted 
immediately as an insult to the 
Government. Instead of such an 
attitude, however, we have the 
“ Westminster Gazette,” the most 
reliable party organ in London, 
appearing with a moderato leading 
article couched in terms that almost 
summarize the contention put for 
ward by the House of Lords when 
throwing out the Finance Bill. 
After emphasizing the importance 
of co-operation, presumably ah 
echo of the sentiments expressed 
by “The Times,” the “‘ West- 
minster Gazette” states that it 
is a reasonable claim for the 
House of Commons that it should 
exercise full power over questions 
of finance, provided it does not 
abuse that power by tacking on to 
money bills questions demanding 
separate treatment. The case 
inst the Finance Bill, as far as. 
the Upper House was concerned, 
rested primarily on this very point, 
that the greater part of it could 
claim no share in the traditional 
inviolability of the Budget. If the

In 
regulating the anomalous conditions 
produced by the rejection of the 
Budget the Government can count 
with certainty on the support of 
the Opposition, if it displays the 
conciliatory spirit now inaugurated 
by the “ Westminster Gazette.” 

If we may suj Parliament 
to have orrived atihis. stage, it be- 
comes unnecessary to advocate a 
“centre” party under a noutral 
leader. Mr. Asquith enjoys the 
personal respect of both sides of the 
Honse and only in the event of his 
retirement from the Liberal leader- 
ship would a “ neutral” Premier— 
the name of Lord Rosebery is 
inevitably conjured up by the ad- 
jective—be necessary or desirable. 
If a compromise can be reached on 
the question of the Finance Bill, 
there should be little difficulty 
in approaching the subject of 
the reform of the House of Lords on 
lines that can commend themselves 
to both parties. Even in the 
absence of any dofinite. promise 
‘on the part of Mr. Balfour it is 
generally accepted that the Union- 
ists were prepared, in the event of 
being returned to power, to take 
up the problem of remodelling the 
constitution of the Upper House 
with a view to enhancing its offi- 
ciency as. second Chamber. By 
none but an extreme Radical is 
the House of Lords judged by 
a chance peer who may not be 
above the standard attributed to 
his whole class in comic papers. 
‘The thinking elector regards the 
House in the light of a valu- 
able tradition which until now 
has been the strength of England. 
TE it be replaced by an elective 
assembly it becomes a second 
House of Commons, a collection of 
individual politicians having no 
links with the past and no duties 
towards the fature, One scheme 
that has already been proposed 
with some authority would reduce 
the total number of members to 
four hundred, of whom one handred 
and fifty should be hereditary peers 
and the remainder non-hereditary ; 
the former to be elected by the 
present peers, the latter to be 
partly elected and partly nominated 
by various public bodies. 
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Ihject is one for the careful con- 
sideration of the p-ople’s repre- 
sentatives when any beat and bitter- 
ness engendered by the election 
have passed away ; for if no posi- 
tive mandate stands revealed by the 
verdict of the electorate, there is at 
least the negative inference that the 
mad desire of certain demagogues 
to sweep away the House of Lords 
finds no real echo among the bulk 
of the people. Then, when this 
problem bas been solved, the| 
country, if the Liberal party desire| 
it, may once more be appealed to 
for a verdict on Mr. Asquith’s 
scheme of Home Rule with its

BEET-GROWING IN SUFFOLK. 
From time to time the suggestion 
has been made that the farmers of the 
Eastern Counties in England should 
tarn their attention to beet-growing for 
the manufactare of sugar; and quite 
recently it was proposed to establish 
sach a factory at Sleaford, on the evident 
assamption that there would be no lack 
of material wherewith to feed it. The 
announcement made in these colamas 
yesterday, that Suffolk farmers had 
‘accepted offers from a Continental firm 
to grow beet, the Continental firm 
supplying the seed gratis and giviog 
‘seventeen shillings a ton for the produce, 
indicates that one part at least of the 
scheme is to be accomplished. The 
firm which makes this offer also under- 
takes to supply an analysis of any 
samples of soil sent, and to advise as to 
the best manares. The prodace will be 
shipped from Ips or Parkeston, and 
will bo carried’ on rail, by the Great 
Eastern Railway Company, at the same 
cheap rate as feeding beet. In plain 
Ianguage this arrangement undoubtedly 
means that the Eastern Counties are 
better fitted for beet-growing than 
Germany. A great part of the Ger- 
man 1909 crop wee frozen in the 
ground at a time when English plants 
woald have been quite aninjured ; and, 
, the foreigners’ confidence in 
Suffolk soil is indicated by the’ 
fact that they wish to see 200

‘Towards the close of the incident the 
City Magistrate would appear to have 
become apprehensive that complaint 
might be made against him in Peking. 
It ie enrnestly to bx hoped that that 
hension will prove jnstified, and 
that. the complaint will receive proper 
attention. According to the medical 
reports of Dr Billinghurst, Dr. Krieg 
and Dr. Stanley that appear in the 
Gazette, there seems to be a reasonable 
hope that Ng Ah-dan will recover under 
Proper treatment. But a permanent 
disgrace to Shanghai will have been left, 
id there will be no guarantee against 
1 repetition of the offence, if his t r- 
mentor be allowed to escape exemplary 
punishment.

THE NEW RAILWAY 
HOSPITAL, 


‘The Shanghai-Nanking Railway Ad- 
ministration is to be congratalated on the 
step it has taken to secure for its em- 
ployees hospital accommodation as well 
86 competent medical and surgical 
treatment. For some time the Ad- 
ministration bax bad the services of 
Dr. J. P. Ziervogel at Shanghai, and 
Dr. Urbinek bas been doing ‘good 
work at a small hospital at Chinkiang, 
Dispensaries were established at various 
stations along the line, but these were 
not altogether satisfactory and now 
‘8 hospital bas been opened at No. 
132 Range Rosd. While this bospital 





is primarily for railway servants of 
all nationalities, and is endowed by the 
Railway Administration, yet it will be 


open for any medical man io Shanghai 
to send patients there, bat of course, he 
will give to them the benefit of his own 
skill. This hospital, which it in boped 
Will bave to be only used until such time 
‘8 larger institution can be established, 
is under the obarge of Dr, Ziervogel, 
mho will have the services of qualified 
European matron, two Enropean nurses 
and « Japanese nurse, 

The hospital is « semi-detached house 
with large and well-lighted rooms, The 
foreigo matron has her quarters op the 
ground floor in the front of the. build- 
ing, and at the rear 





























‘hivese ward with three beds 
an Indian ward with five beds, and 
‘2 well-appointed operating theatre which 
is specially lighted. The second floor 
is given up to private rooms for foreign 
patients, and the quarters of the two 
Enropean and one Japanese nurses are 
‘on the top floor. 

‘The opening ceremony was performed 
on Friday at noon by HE, Taotai Chang 

fun-yew, Chairman and Managing 
Director of the Shanghai-Neoking 
Railway. There were also present Mr.

Dr. Ziervogel said :—Gentlemen,

offices of the Managing Director and 
the whole-bearted efforta of the Mana- 
ger and the executive officers working’ 
under him. It may be within your 
recollection that at the beginning of 
last year there were three dispensaries 
along the line, at Shangbsi, Soocho 
and Chinkiang Stations, and the modi 
operandi was,that an employee requiring 
medical aid bad to attend at one of 
these dispensaries, which were open 
for two hours a day for three days in 
In the case of a patient 
being seriously ill and ansble to travel, 
the Medical Officer of the district war 
called to attend him. Now, 60 far as 
the Railway Company was. concerned 
this wae satisfactory. inasmuch as it 
put an end to malingeriog, and » 
was unable to. obtain sick 
vo unless he bad = certificate 
from one of thé Medical Officers. From 
the point of view of the employee, how- 
the medical service was of little 
value, as it was quite impossible for the 
three Medical Officers slong the twn 
hundred miles of line to give the neces- 
sary caro and sttention to serious cases; 
eases which were rendered more des- 
perate by the totally inadequate accom- 
modation in such circumstances afforded 
by the gang-buts and houses on the 
railway. For instance, a patient at

THE REPTILES OF 
CHINA. 


LECTORE BY DR. STARLEY. 

The announcement that Dr Arthar 
Stanley woald lectare on the Reptiles 
of China attracted a very large audience 
to the hall of the North China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society in Mnseam 
Roai on Friday evening. Sir Pelham 
L. Warren x. 0. x. 0., President of 
the Branch, presided. He said that Dr 
Stanley, the Honorary Carator of the 
Museum, bad kindly undertaken to 
read a paper on a most interesting 
subject and one which be felt sure would 
afford his audience considerable inform- 
ation. 

Dr, Stanley, in & few introdactory 
remarks, pointed out that he desired to 
stimulate interest in the Society's 
museum. He first spoke of the connexion 
of snakes with the arts and literature, 
allading to the dragon as a myth 
the origin of which it was difficalt t. 
trace although it bore a resemblance to 
that extinct reptile, the Prerodactyl ;

It 
mould appear, he said, that most of the 
orders of reptiles were now extinct, 
being found fossilized only; bat the 
recent reptiles wore divided into the 
order of the crocodiles, the order of the 
tortoises and the order of the lizards

only non-American alligator and was 
first described by M. Fauvel in the 


“ Jouroal” of the North China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society in 1879. 
Dr. Stanley drew attention to a very 
fine specimen he bd on the table. It 
was, he said, « most interesting species, 
rarely more then six feet io length, 
found in the river Yangtze and of which 
there were specimens in the Museam. 
It was not a very blood-thiraty beast 
like most of the other members of th 
order, only in the beat of summer 
was inclined to bite if molested, 
bot it was never the first to attack. 
The Chinese alligator had been sc- 
climatized in the Zoological Garden: 
London and was considered quite a pet. 
It was interesting to note that there 
was an ancient picture of so alligator 
cat in etone on Silver Islaod, Chinkiaog. 
Tho general featares of tortoises and 
tartles, of which be showed some speci- 
mens from the Museum, were next 
described. Attention was drawn to the 
presence of the edible tartle on the 
coast, the soft tartle in the rivers, 
common Chinese pond tortoise

Dr. Stanley proceeded to deal with 
scaled reptiles, and remarked that they 
bad not many specimens of lizards, the 
most numerous of reptiles, in the 
Museum. He said that snakes might 
be defined as lizards that hed lost their 
legs. The common blind worm, how- 
ever, was shown to be « legless lizard ; 
but, possessing both eyelids and external 
ear opeoinge, was a true lizard and not 
a snake, as the latter bad no eyelids or 
external ear openings. A distioctive 
feature of the soakes was their capacity 
for swallowing extremely large objecta, 
‘and to do this, the two halves of the 
lower jaw were connected by an elastic 
band capable of great stretebiog. The 
difference between a poisonous and a 
‘non-poisonous snake was maioly one of 
the teeth, poisonous snakes having 
poison fangs, either with a canal or 
g passage of the poison, 
which in the vipers were capable of 
erection. 

A liviog specimen of  non-poisonous 
snake known as the Colaber Tosinurns, 
commonly found around Shanghai, was 
then exhibited, tbe lectarer demonstra 
ting the delicate play of the 
tongue and showing that it extended it 
without opening the month. He 
































then produced a living specimen 
of the common poisonous snake of 
thie part of China, the Ancistrodon 
Blomhoffii, and made it erect ite poison 
fogs. The mouth and teeth of this 
soake were compared with those of the 
non-poieonous soake that bed been 
shown earlier. Dr. Stanley thus ex- 
posed the fallacy of the belief that 
snakes stang with the tongue. The 
second snake having been returned to 
his jar, Dr. Stanley showed a fine clatch 
of serpent’s eggs found near the Astor 
House Hotel and indicated the serpent 
to whom they belonged, The snakes 
in the Maseam were thea show 
nataral sequence of the 
acco th a tio index of 
apecies of reptiles found in Chin 
bad prepared. The lectarer pointed 
out a live snake of considerable length 
that had been seat to bim recently and 

ich bad been found near the Yang- 
kingpang. 

Dr. Staoley gave a eammary of the 
work of Cantor, Swinioe, Anderson, 
David, Méllendorff, Fanvel, Giiather 
and Wall regarding the reptiles of 
China, wherein it was shown that two 
distinct faanm wore indicated in the 
list of Chinese reptiles, one tropical in 
character, and the other showing the 
influence of the neighbourbood of the 
temperate region, the chaoge from 
tropical to the temperate fauna being 
very gradoal ; and that the reptiles of 
China were not ished by the 
presence of types strikingly different 
from those of the surrounding countries, 
Several species with an sffiaity to the 
North American or Japanese fanna 
were, however, added to this mixture 
of types of the Old World. 

The lecturer concladed by saying 
that be hoped he had been able to 
stimalate an interest ia the Maseom 
‘and invited contributions of specimens 
from various parts of China s0 as to 
make the collection thoroughly re- 
preventative of Chinese Nataral history, 
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He was taking some specimens to the 
British Museum later, so that names 
might be given to them.

Those who 
had not examined the specimens from 
the Museum prior to the lectare then 
did so.

‘The Editor was brought before the 
Mixed Coart on November 19 last, 
charged with publishing articles cal- 
‘culated to distarb the good relations 
existing between the countries of Japan 
‘and China, when, withoot any evidence 
being adduced, an order was made by 
the Magistrate and the British Assessor 
for the sealing of the premises. 

‘Subsequently the charge came before 
‘« Court consisting of the Magistrate, 
with the Japanese Vice-Consal aod 
‘Assessor, wheo it having been officially 
stated that the Japanese Goveroment 
were not prosecating, an objection was 
made to the constitution of the Court. 

‘The case was adjourned for the pro- 
duction to the defence of the articles 
complained of. On December 29 the 
Court again sat, with the Japanese Vico 
Consul and Assessor on the Bench, 
when I again stated my objection to the 
Court as constitnted, giving my 
grounds for such objection, and deci 
ing to proceed with the defence. The 
Coart adjourned without comment. 

My objection to the constitution of 
the Court is based on the following 
reasons. 

The Japanese Government are not 
prosecuting, snd it most be assumed 
that the prosecation is at the instance 
‘of the Chinese anthorities, as it was 
upon the order of the Taotai that the 
newspaper offices were sealed. 
being so, I veature to submit 
that the long-established practice io 
such cases must be adbered to and that: 
the case be heard by the Magistrate, 
sitting with one of the regular assessors 
for Police cases, i.e. the British, Ameri- 
can and German, the active inter 
tion of the Japanees assessor being 
altogether irregular. 

T therefore respectfully request that 
my objection be upheld by the Consalar 
Body and that the necessary steps be 
taken to reconstitute the Court for the 
hearing of the charge.

‘The writer of this book was undoubt- 
edly animated by the desire to give 
his readers a good general idea of the 
Chinese, and he has crowded into over 
fonr hundred pages a tremendo 
of information with regard tu this people 
and their country, His style is free 
rather thao literary; be relat 
interesting featare after anther without 
regard to sequence. As a work of 
reference the book would therefore be 
of little value were it not well indexe 
and obvioasly it is not intended 
aid to the serious stadent of things 
Chinese. To the Occidental reader 
who desires to become acquainted in 
‘© general way with this kiogdom 
and the customs, politics, business 
methods, religions of the Chinese, etc., 
the work may be an acquisition, and no 
doubt thus achieves the end the author 
had in view. Unfortanately, how 
Mr. Thomson dves not deal wit 
Chinese in the way in which we should 
expect in such a book ; he has evidently 
‘8 wide experience of the peoples of the 
southern provinces and not of those of 
central and northern China, and asa 
result the characteristics that are most 
familiar to foreigners residing in these 
parts of the Empire are relegated, 
perhaps unconsciously, to the back.

We trast that the United States Gor- 
ernment will appreciate oar position 
and that other Powers will equally 
recognize the jastice of our attitude in 
the matter.

The Representatives explained the 
idea of a Parliament at some length 
to Graod Councillor La Ch'uan-lin 
who asked for information, and 
declared that members of Parliament 
were unnecessary beyond the Provincial 
Assemblies. The Representatives re- 
plied that Parliament members were to 
be elected by the people. His Ex- 
cellency kept the draft of the petition 
for perusal and learot from the Repre- 
sentatives that Prince Ching favoured 
their prs ELE. Na Tang observed 
proved the step all along 
as one in the right direction, which 
‘would be of advantage in the conduct of 
foreigo affair When he heard the 
the reply that Prince (bing supported 
their request bat that Councillor La 
Chuan-lin demurred, he remarked that 
that was no wonder as Lu was both aj 
and deaf. Grand Councillor Tai Hang- 
tze told the Representatives that China's 
laws were deficient and received the 
reply that when a constitution is 
established the laws will naturally pro- 
gress with it. Replying to his ques- 
tion whether the speedy insnguration of 
parliament will give rise to an evil, 
the Representatives replied that the 
Provincial Assemblies had been opened 
for the first time, but had prodaced no 
evil of any kind. The Representatives 
were to seek an interview with Princes 
Teai Tao and Yii Lang+on Saturday.

The forty-sixth production of the 
Société Dramatique Fravcaise, which 
took place at the Lycoum Theatre oo 
Monday night, marked a great departure 
from the light, wholly artificial comedy

talents in late years. In one sense, no 
doubt, the word artificial might apply 
well enough to : 

Lupin ; at least it is to be hoped that 
aristocratic barglars, of the type that 
hhas lately become so popular on the 
‘stage, are not common occurrences. 
But the play in question, notwithetend- 
ing the battle of wite between Arsine 
and Guerchard the detective, is eesenti- 
ally one of incident and realities as con- 
‘trasted with the fantasies of farce. In 
‘some ways, perhaps, the change of style 
may be thought to have involved some 
loos of those special qualities that have 








made the Société Dramatique so attrac-| 4, 


tive in the past. But the play was 
acted with spirit and rapidity ; it was 
excellently rehearsed, the nimbleness of 
the thieves being particularly good ; 
and considering the length of the four 
acts, it says much for the artistes that 
they should bave been able to bring the 
play to an end even as early as they did. 
‘THE PLOT OF TAR PLAY,

Kashing, Jan. 26. 
DESTITOTION AND TAXATION. 

I telegraphed you yesterday of the 
riot at Tonghianghsien, It had been 
anticipated that there mizht be trouble 
when the grauaries were opened for the 
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reception of tax rice, On account of 
the poor crops the people had made 
efforts to have the taxes reduced. It 
seems that the official had azreed that 
those who bad practically no crops 
should not be required to pay taxes, 
bot was unwilling to yield to those who 
had crops, even though they were small. 
Some say that the people had made on- 
jost demands, bat of this we cannot be 
sure, Fearing tronble the magistrate 
vas slow about announcing the opeoing 
day for the payment of taxes, but finally 
fixed on yesterday. 

For a week or more there has been a 
feeling of unrest and the farmers, some 





best.| really destitute and all claiming ‘to be 


in need, began to come in crowds and 
force themsrlves on the well-to-do 
people to be fed. At first only women 
and children came, bat Inter men came 
also, Early yesterday morning every- 
thing was quiet thronghout the city, bat 
at ten o'clock the howling of a mob of 
shout five hundred strong ontside the 
North gate was heard. The gi 
closed and guarded by soldiers, who 
had been brought in by the authorities 
some days before. After the crowd 
hhad yelled for some time the soldiers 
began to fire blank cartridges, hoping 
to frighten off the people. ‘The mob 
responded with stones and brick-bate, 
and the milltary bad to load and fire 
ballets. They appatently aimed to 
wound rather than to kill, bat one 
ight, and 
to infuriate the mob. 
id of  confed 
previously entered the city, 
opened and the crowd surg 
at once proceeded to the yaméa, which 
they demolished. Tho Ge in 
Charge of their prefectare arrived with 
ten guo-boats just alter the mob got 

to the city. After destroying the 
yaméo the crowd gradaally quieted dow:

the city. 

In the course of the fight two 
farmers were killed and thirty-three 
woanded men, soldiers and farmers 
were brooght to the little mission bos- 
pital for treatment, six of whom wore 
seriously injored.

The closing year finds good demand, 
especially for those companies which 
have reached a stage at which they can 
fall advantage of the high price 
that has raled for the product. A 
“ball” point for the market, aud 
one that has aot been unduly reiterated, 
is the probable cheaper cost of pro- 
daction on Plantation Estates, With 
the present high price of rabber now 
ruling, the public does not concera 
itself particularly abont a few pence per 
1b, in costs one way or the other. The 
industry is quite in its infancy, and 
experience is consequently very limited, 
Expenses in any untried field are dis- 
proportionately large, and it seems 
pretty safe to ascume that, with wider 
experience, cost will sensibly lessen.

ALLEGED THEFT OF A 
LEDGER. 


‘Ax the Mixed Court on Wednesday 
afternoon, before Mr. Li (Assistant 
Magistrate) and Mr, Hadley (American 
‘Acsossor), three natives were charged 
with baving been concerned in the 
tholt of a ledger, the property of Mrs, 
Barohet.

‘They said that they would not say any- 
thing about the book for $5, $10, or 
$20. They needed $30 before they 
would tell where it was. ‘The Magistrate 
examined the coolie, and offered to 
release him if he would say where the 
book was. ‘The coolie denied all know- 
ledge of ite whereabonts, and so did the 
othertwoaccused. The case was remand 
ed until the next day. Bail was not 
allowed, 


YOUTHFUL BURGLARS. 

‘Two boys named Sun Siev, aged 
fourteen, and Lee Sin Koo-tse, aged 
fifteen, ‘were charged at the Mixed 
Court ‘on Monday with having been con- 
cerned with » man not in custody io 
breaking into and entering premises 
No, 34 Yubaog Road on January 22, 
and stealing therein gas-fittings valued 
‘at $200; with having damaged the wal! 
of the above house ; with having broks 
into house No. 3 Thorne Road on January 
11, and stealing therein wall and door: 
fittings ; farther with having stoleo 
stoves valued $75. Mr. Solomon stated 
that he was the owner of one of the 
houses broken into, which was unoceu- 
pied, and he captured the accused in 
the house, Detective-Sergeant Reeves 
‘id that the accused had told him the 
name of the receiver of the property.

The accused, witness 
said, bad sold the property before they 
were captured, and bad returned to the 
house to remove goods that they had 
not been able to take away on their 
former visit, The necessary letter was: 
handed to witness, and the accused 
were remanded until Wednesday. They

A SEA TRAGEDY. 

‘A passenger on the Royal Mail str. 
Pembrokeshire sends us, under date 
January 21, an account of a tragic 
scene be witnessed on the afternoon 
of January 16 in the Inland Sea, He 
writes:—We had just entered the 
Inland Sea; it was blowing “great 
gons," and it was bitterly cold, Sud 
dealy the cry, “a wreck,” was raised 
and, hurrying on deck we saw what 
closer, inspection showed to be an 
overturned boat, and before our eyes 
fone of the men relaxed his grip and 
sank, The air was icy and the sea too 
rough for us to lower a boat, bat as the 
other two men still clung on, we 
manceuyred antil we had the overturned 
boat on ont lee, ines were thrown, 
and although they fell within the poor 
creatures’ reach, they were too benamb- 
ed to hold them. A rope ladder was 
theo lowered over our starboard bow, 
‘and some of the officers and the boat- 
swain descended to the rescue. ‘There 
was imminent danger that they wold 
be crushed between the wreck and the 
ship's side, but regardless of this, they 

ied ropes round the men, who were 
then hauled on deck, Everything was 
done to revive them, but, although 
artificial respiration was kept up for two 
hours, they both succumbed. ‘There 
rere three Japanese steamers at hand 
when we sighted the derelict, but they 
offered no assistance.” 


ALLEGED FORGED CHEQUE. 

‘Tsang Pab-yung, was charged at the 
‘Mixed Court on the 2st instant with 
having obtained cargo to th 
$330 from Messrs. Brunner, 
Co. on January 6, by means of 
cheque. According to the evidence a 
coolie called at the office of the com- 
plainaats and left a cheqae purporting 
to be in payment for the goods of which 
dclivery was desired. This cheque was 
made out in Chinese, and Mr. E. 8. 
Little, who is a Chinese scholar, saw 
tat the cheque was in order, to all 
ppearances. bat be failed to detect that 
it was a forgery. In exchange for the 
cheque the delivery order was obtained, 
bat when the cheque was presented at 
the Bank, the deception was immediate- 
ly noticed. In the meantime, how- 
ever, possession of the goods had been 
obtained, The police were then noti- 
fio}, and as the result of their inquiries 
they found that the goods had beea 
remored to one of the N.Y.K. wharves, 
from there another batch of coolies, 
evidently with a view to baffling par- 
suit, took them to a house in the 
French Concession. The lessee of the 
house, however, refased to allow him- 
self to be drawa into the affair, so he 
declined to find accommodation for the 
goods, ‘They were then removed to the 
Railway Station, where they were traced 
by the police. ‘The case was adjourned 
until Tuesday. 

ALLEGED ARSON. 

[At the Mixed Court yesterday morn- 
ing before Magistrate Wong and Mr. 
F. W. Hadley (American Assessor) 
‘Wong Yang-szs, a woman, and Soo 
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ya 
concerned together with another person 
not in custody in felonionsly setting 
fire to dwelling-house No 343 Chengta 
Rod and thereby endangering life and 
Property. 

Det-Inspector McDowell stated that 
there were many carious points io this 
case and if the Court could find it con- 
venient to visit the scene of the fire, 
matters could be more easily explained. 
‘The policy was issued at 4 p.m. on the 
25th instant and it was for Tls. 700 in 
® Chinese Company. The fire took 
place the following morning. Tho 
woman charged lived in the contre of 
8 block of houses, the other houses in 
the block being unoccupied and unin- 
sured. ‘The woman stated that she was 
in the house at the time the fire took 
place, that she was awakened by the 
crackling and escaped by the front door 
together with an aged amah. On the 
arrival of the police the front door and 
the back door were boarded up and force 
hhad to be used to open them. 

‘The Court decided to visit the scene 
of the fire on Monday afternoon. Ac- 
cused were released on cash bail of Tis. 
700 each.

ODOEMENT, 
Hi Lordship delivered jadgement as

The plaintiffs bought from the Chin 
Dah hong 550 bales of cotton yarn on 
the eleventh month of the 33rd year of 
Kuang Hsii, aod in respect of part, 
namely 65 bales, received a Chinese do- 
cament. The translation of the doo- 
ument is as follows :— 

“No, 65. There have been deposit- 
od to-day, 

Ten hank “Red Half Man”, 25 bales, 

Ten bank “Colored Man”, 40 bales, 

To Messrs. Chin Dah. 

Thie was chopped in two places, 
showing that « counterpart or counter- 
foil was kept by the defendants and 
that the goods had been verified in the 
godown. 

This action is in b Ferpet ofthe 25 
bales. The goods had been previously 
sold by the defendants, who had import 
ed them, to Chio Dah, The course of 
business appears to be that the importer 
(in this ease the defendants) imports 
goods and sells to a dealer in Shanghai 
who, after payment for the goods, gets 
document issued to him. If he does 
not take delivery at once the 
remain in the godown of the vendor, at 
first for the convenience of the pur- 
chaser, but after a time against a pay- 
ment of warehouse charges. There 
seems to be no doubt that the purchaser 
is entitled to take delivery of them at 
any time on payment of charges and on 
prodaction of the docament to which 
I have referred. In this case this course 
was followed save that the person who 
demanded these goods was not the 
original purchaser, but the plaintiff who 
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had bought from him. Both lots of 
40 and 25 bales were delivered, but the 
25 bales were subsequently retarned to 
the defendants as they were water 
damaged.
